GENEVA (AP) — The United 


States today rejected the Soviet 
proposal for complete demilitar- 
ization of the oceans' floors 
around the world, saying it was 
"simply unworkable and proba- 
bly harmful." 


Speaking to the 17-nation U.N.

emphasized that his government 
is interested in barring nuclear 
arms from the seabeds. But he 
wade plain prohibiting conven- 
tional weapons and even mili- 
tary installations that also serve 
peaceful purposes is unaccepta- 
ble to Washington. 


Soviet delegate Alexei A. Ros- 


chin told newsmen that the So- 
viet draft submitted last week is 
"definitely for negotiation." 


"We are not trying to impose 


on others," he said. "The pur- 
pose of this conference is to ne- 
gotiate." 


Smith told the conference that 


communication and navigation- 
al aids on the seabed serve both 
military and civilian users. 


"The existence of submarine 


fleets requires states to take ac- 
tion in self-defense, such as 
warning systems that use the 
seabed," he continued.

Water on Mars 'Definite,' 
Life Now Called Possible 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Scientists studying light re- 
flected 
from 
Mars 
report 


"definite and conclusive" evi- 
dence of water in the red 
planet's atmosphere, indicat- 
ing the possibility of life. 


Mars is so dry, however, 


that only the driest deserts of 
Earth 
or 
peaks 
like Mt. 


Everest compare. 


Dr. Ronald Schorn of the 


J e t Propulsion Laboratory 
said he is convinced after five 
years' observation there is 
enough water in Mars' at- 
mosphere to fill a lake a mile 
wide, a mile deep and a mile 
long. 
"If you took all the water 


we found, and laid it out on 
the planet, it would be only 
one-l,000th of an inch thick," 
he said Monday night. "It still 
may not be a great place to 
live but there's a chance of 
life there." 


Schorn and Steven Little of 


the University of Texas made 


their observations through the 
86-inch telescope at McDonald 
Observatory at Fort Davis, 
Tex. 


Infrared Film 


Schorn said the scientists 


photographed the spectrum of 
Mars' atmosphere with infra- 
red film. The 
spectrograph 


photo showed the presence of 
water in the planet's cloud 
cover, he said. 


"There's hardly a place on 


Earth with that low a humid- 
ity reading," he said. "The 
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only place I could think of is 
the 
top 
of 
Mt. 
Everest.

w a t e r on 


Earth's d e s e r t s than on 
Mars." 


So far, there is no way to 


measure whether some por- 
tions of Mars have 
more 


water than others, he said. 
But 
with a new 
107-inch 


telescope now in use, the 
scientists expect to look at 
smaller regions of the planet. 


"We'll be able to see if this 


is localized—whether 
some 


areas of Mars are more 
capable of sustaining life than 
others," the astronomer pre- 
dicted.

AROUND the battleship and 
make it come out the same 
place but the best 
relief 


pitcher in the game had to go 
through two seasons where he 
won 41 games and not even 
got a phone call. When the 
Giants finally drafted him 5 
years later, he promptly led 
the league in earned-run-aver- 
age (seven years later he led 
the American League in the 
sa^e statistics). He pitched a 
no-hit complete game but he 
hasn't started a game in six 
years and 311 games. The 
ninth inning belongs to him. 
They pay him (40 grand a 
year) to get the game safely 
in the hangar. 


He's been doing it since 


Roosevelt was President. The 
only guy ever to hit James 
Hoyt W i l h e l m successfully 
was a German anti-tank gun- 
ner in the Battle of the Bulge 
in 1944 and that was a game 
Staff Sgt. Wilhelm started — 
went in in the first inning. 
The German cleanup hitter 
went 4-for-4 and they were 
picking shrappnel out of Hoyt 
for a month. They gave him a 
Purple Heart but then sent 
him back in, in the late 
innings. The Germans had 
men on the bases. But you 
saw who saved the game. The 
way I look at it, Sarge 
Wilhelm's relief record should 
read 886 games, wot 885, and 
most-games-finished 558, not 
587. That was the only time 
he ever really got shelled.

The Wisconsin Constitution forbids the 


state from having a debt of more than 
$100.000. except for the outmoded purpose 
of providing for the common defense 
Yet. 


the state now has an outstanding debt of 
about $485 million. 


This paradoxical situation explains why 


a constitutional amendment 
relating to 


state debt is on the April 1 referendum 
ballot — a question which should have been 
put to the people long before this. The 
paradox al&o suggests that voters should 
read carefully the referendum question on 
their ballots and voting machines. 


The amendment proposes to do away 


with the dummy borrowing devices the 
state has been required to use. would make 
borrowing a direct part of the legislative 
process, and would establish a legal debt 
limit. The Pmf-Crr'cc>'t recommends a jes 
vote on this question 


The ballot question asks whether, under 


established limitations, the state should be 
permitted to contract a public debt "to 
acquire, construct, develop, extend, enlarge 
or improve land, waters, property, high- 
ways, building", equipment or facilities for 
public purposes. . ."

For in the past week Mr. 


Laird has staked out Republi- 
can 
positions that concede 


nothing to the Democrats on 
such hot political issues as 
building strong defenses and 
compromising with the adver- 
sarv. At the same time he has 
backed o u t 
for President 


Nixon a safe avenue towards 
negotiations with the Com- 
munists on peace in Vietnam 
and arms control. 


Consider first the issue of 


Vietnam. In testimony to the 
Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee last week, Laird criti- 
cized the Johnson administra- 
tion for focussing too much of 
the American military effort 
in Vietnam on operations. He 
indicated the Nixon admini- 
stration would concentrate on 
training S o u t h Vietnamese 
forces for operations. 


In effect. Laird was saying 


that the Democrats allowed 
American boys to get lost 
wandering all over the jungles 
(•[ Southeast Asia. The Repub- 
licans w o u l d correct that 
policy. They would in a phrase 
made f a m o u s by General 
Eisenhower, "let Asians fight 
Asians '' 


As to whether this supposed 


shift in doclrm would mean 
the withdrawal of American 
troops. Laird was cagey He 
said that the American mili- 
tary command in Siagon was 
"assuming no reduction in U. 
S personnel would be possible 
in 
t h e 
absence 
of 
total 


withdrawal of 
North Viet- 


namese troops." 


But Mr. Laird did not him- 


self endorse that view. On the 
contrary, by stressing the Re- 
publican p o l i c y of letting 
Asians fight Asians, he opened 
a door for the President. In 
time, it will be easy for Mr. 
Nixon to order a troop cutback 
— with all that would entail 
for the negotiations in Pans 
and for the adjustment of the 
Saigon government ot the fact 
that it must eventually make 
some concessions. 


The same kind of analysis 


applies to Laird's performance 
on the anti-ballistic missile, or 
ABM. President Johnson and 
his two Defense Secretaries-- 
Robert McNamara and Clark 
Clifford — had favored de- 
ployment of a thin, or anti- 
Chinese, ABM. 


As a Republican, Laird was 


not going to do less than the 
Democrats in what at least 


Kraft 


passed for building up national 
defense. From the outset, it 
was clear that he would push 
for deployment of the system. 


But the critical issue was to 


build a barrier between ABM 
deployment and a new arms 
race that would cause both 
Russia and the United States 
to go in for big new leaps into 
fancy, and largely unknown, 
innovations. And by emphasiz- 
ing the defense of missile sites 
rather than of big cities, the 
ABM d e p l o y m e n t recom- 
mended by Laird and adopted 
by the Nixon administration 
served that purpose in two 
major ways. 


NO THREAT TO RUSSIA 
First, the new deployment 


concedes the Soviet Union the 
capacity to wipe out the major 
American cities. The Russians 
still have their nucelar deter- 
rent intact. They do not have 
to go in for any new develop- 
ment of strategic offensive 
weapons. 


Secondly, the new deploy- 


ment curtails the American 
military. Almost none of the 
elements required for defense 
of the cities are now going to 
be put into position. It is thus 
that much harder for the 
American military to move 
from 
the " t h i n " system 


(costing an estimated S6 bil- 
lion) to a "thick" system of 
full-scale defense of the cities 
against Soviet attack which 
would cost an estimated $500 
billion. 


Thus despite 
all 
Laird's 


rhetoric about a tough stand 
on defense, 
the new ABM 


deployment is less of a stimu- 
lus to an arms race than the 
deplovment recommended by 
the Johnson administration. 
And the President is thus in a 
better position to negotiate 
with the Russians a stand-still 
agreement on further deploy- 
ment of Nuclear weapons. 


To be sure, all that has 


happened so far is that the 
path for Vietnam peace and 
arms-control negotiations has 
been opened in a Republican 
way. Mr. Nixon has yet to 
advance down that path very 
far 
Indeed, he is strolling in 


such a casual fashion that 
many serious people with no 
animus against his administra- 
tion are beginning to feat that 
he may miss the moment. 


For the fact is that the 


Laird technique has its weak- 
nesses. It is a fine thing to 
have developed a special Re- 
publican approach t o w a r d s 
peace and arms conrtol. But 
that approach depends heavily 
on tricky rhetoric and sleights- 
of-hand. It has little staying 
power. If Mr. Nixon is going 
to make the most of his 
chances, he will have to stop 
preparing and begin moving.

The indignation and trtf 


\oices came from the miP°rify 
of the municipalities that will 
be "hurt" in the sense that if 
this measure is enacted they 
will receive less state tai mon' 
ey They will be required to 
levy more upon their owi^ 
resi- 


dents if they want to continue a 
scale of municipal living to 


which they have become ac- 
customed. 


But one suspects that some of 


the angry denunciations were 
niore theatrical than real. The 
mayor of a suburb or a city 
with an unusually favorable 
tax position under present 
sharing arrangements with the 
state is expected to make 
some noise on such occasions. 
His constitutents would likely 
regard him as a pretty poor 
stick unless he did so. 


What is important in the 


Tarr bill is not its immediate 
effect, which will be slight for 
the majority of the inhabitants 
of the state, but in erecting a 
framework of equity in tax 
sharing that will bear fruit in 
the years and decades ahead. 
The essential tests of eligibili- 
ty 
for shares of state tax 


receipts in the bill are num- 
bers of inhabitants of a lo- 
cality, on the one hand, and 
the level of its local taxing 
rate, which is perhaps as fair 
a formula as reasonable men 
could devise. 


But the pool of state-collect- 


ed money that is collected 
each year does not remain 
static. In almost all of its 
sources, it tends to grow.

The state income tax in 


which the localities share and 
remains the biggest of the 
elements in the shared tax 
pool 
has 
a builtin hedge 


against inflation because of 
the progressivity of the rate 
schedule. 
Thus 
if inflation 


continues, as seems likely, the 
amount of money available for 
tax sharing will grow without 
sr.y other factors involved. 


There is also a slow but 


steady growth of the economy, 
which will boost the sales tax 
revenues as well as all others. 
The expansion of public serv- 
ice corporations, s u c h as 
electric utilities, will continue 
at an accelerated rate. Their 
property taxes will be paid 
into the pool, for redistribution 
on a more general basis than 
has prevailed historically. 


Examples are the new nu- 


clear generating plants now 
under construction on the Lake 
Michigan shore, which will 
contribute multi-million dollar 
sums in taxes that will be 
distributed statewide, rather 
than into the treasuries of the 
small towns in which they 
happen to be located.

Thus it is the potential for a 


more effective and productive 
method of distributing state- 
collected taxes in future dec- 
ades that will be the most 
meaningful i m p a c t of the 
measure if it is enacted, and it 
appears to have a fair chance.

Not Spectator Function 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


1 feel obliged to answer "A 


Disgusted T a x p a y e r " who 
wrote an article for the Peo- 
ple's Forum published March 
15 entitled, "Students Not Al- 
lowed to See Junior High 
Wrestling Meet." 


First of all, to clear the 


record, this gathering involv- 
ing the two schools was what 
we term a play day and not a 
competitive meet. The junior 
high schools in Appleton have 
only three sanctioned inter- 
scholastic s p o r t s : football, 
basketball, and track. In these 
three sports we have sched- 
nled contests between schools 
and for them we are under the 
regulation of the Wisconsin 
Interscholastic Athletic Asso- 
ciation. All boys participating 
in these interscholastic sports 
must have physical and dental 
examination^ and have ade- 
quate insurance coverage in 
case of injury 
It 
is also 


regulated that a certification 
of eligibility be forwarded to 
the WIAA offices and to each 
participating l e a g u e school 
listing all boys that are to 
participate in the given sport. 
It is further required to use 
sanctioned and trained WIAA 
officials in all contests and to 
accept 
the 
responsibility of 


spectator control. 


In the case of wrestling, 


volleyball, 
softball, or 
any 


other sport that we do not 
have WIAA sanction to com- 
pete in. we occasionally meet 
another school in a play day 
growing out of the intramural 
program 
o f 
both 
schools. 


The^e play days arc neither 
advertised nor announced at 
any of the schools except to 
the participants themselves. 
The scores of these contests 
are not officially kept, the 
referees may or may not be 
WIAA. no officials are paid, 
and the thought behind the 
play day is only to further the 
experience and enjoyment of 
the participants. 


It should be further noted 


that all junior high schools in 
the city have agreed not to 
sponsor any spectator busses 
to contests at other schools in 
the city or out. All contacts 
lor busses are made by the 
interested students with the 
bus company alone and are 
never s a n c t i o n e d by the 
school. I have been assured 
that this was also the case on 
March 3 at. Roosevelt Junior

progress in the Paris negotia- 
tions, reducing even further the 
chance — always remote — that 
Hanoi will agree to remove its 
own troops from the South. That 
makes highly improbable any 
withdrawal of U S forces on a 
mutual basis 


Nixon Insistent 


But since President Nixon is 


insistent about starting 
the 


withdrawal of U.S. troops, some 
new path out of the dilemma 
must be found The path chosen 
by the President and Laird is to 
give maximum publicity to 
phase two of the Saigon buildup, 
thus creating the proper psycho- 
logical climate for the start of 
U S. troop withdrawal 


In adopting this new position 


looking toward a partial but 
unilateral withdrawal of U.S. 
troops, Laird has moved far 
from his views of congressional 
days. For example, Congress- 
man Laird repeatedly ques- 
tioned the Johnson administra- 
tion's offer at Manila in 1966 to 
withdraw all U S troops within 
six months after Hanoi had 
pulled its own troops back and 
the "level of violence" had 
subsided It looked to Laird like 
a Trojan horse 


But now as defense secretary, 


by publicizing Saigon's eventual 
ability to handle most of the 
fighting by itself, Laird has 
moved well beyond the Manila 
declaration — so far, m fact, 
that some Pentagon generals 
are tearing their hair. 


Laird's intimates will not 


even discuss the rate or size of 
any possible unilateral troop 
withdrawals The heart of U S. 
policy, they say, lies with con- 
tinuation of hard bargaining in 
Pans If these talks finally and 
utterly fail, they say, President 
Nixon has many options — 
including varying degrees of 
military escalation 


Although Mr 
Nixon is not 


likely to escalate, it is not 
absolutely precluded If Hanoi 
threw all its available troops 
into the current offensive and 
increased its shelling of Saigon, 
Hue, and DaNang, Mr Nixon 
might choose one of a rising 
scale of possible military repri- 
sals now available on his desk. 


It's up to Hanoi 


But here, too, Laird's phase 


two troop-and-equipment buildup 
for Saigon's forces could be a 
powerful incentive for Hanoi not 
to push President Nixon too far. 
If Hanoi triggered a new round 
of escalation, of course, any 
chance of early, partial with- 
drawal by the U.S. would be 
doomed 
Operating along these policy 


lines, the administration cannot 
be explicit and open as to its 
real intentions. With mutual 
withdrawal the second item on 
the Paris agenda, the US 
would work itself quickly into a 
hopeless bargaining position if 
Mr. Nixon announced t h a t 
failure of the mutual with- 
drawal proposal would lead to 
the start of unilateral with- 
drawal 
.

Nixon Introduces 
Legislation to 
Curb 'Erosion' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon has called on Con- 
gress for laws regulating one- 
bank holding companies in or- 
der to curb "the formation of a 
relatively small number of pow- 
er 
centers 
dominating 
the 


American economy." 


In urging passage of a bill in- 


troduced Monday to place the 
one-bank holding companies un- 
der federal control, Nixon said: 


"Legislation in this area is 


important because there has 
been a disturbing trend in the 
past year toward erosion of the 
traditional separation of powers 
between the suppliers of money 
—the banks—and the users of 
money—commerce and indus- 
try" 


"This must not be permitted 


to happen," he said, "it would 
be bad for banking, bad for 
business and bad for borrowers 
and consumers." 


Curtails Expansion 


The bill introduced on behalf 


of the administration is de- 
signed to curtail expansion of 
operations by large banks into 
unrelated fields as well as to 
end the invasion of the banking 
industry by giant corporations. 


Chairman Wright Patman of 


the House Banking and Curren- 
cy Committee, author of a rival 
bill he says is tougher than the 
administration's, said hearings 
on the measures will begin next 
Tuesday. 


Patman said the administra- 


tion bill has "crippling defects," 
but added:
